You've noted that peculiar look 


when some o'f the pins are lef 
standing. It's a cross between 
shrug and a glare. 


The shrug means "what did you 


expect?" or "what the devil." For 
added effect, it is accompanied by 
the glare . . . directed at the man 
agement. Interpreted, this means 
"level those alleys."

Then there's the "strike" counte 


nance or "what else?" attitude ex 
pressed after the disappearance of 
the 10 pins. 


The bowler usually returns to his 


aeat with a smug curl of the lips 
denoting a "you're lucky I'm on 
your side" opinion. 


This is blended with a "strut," 


accented by a vigorous wiggle of 
the hips, with arms akimbo.

There are three methods of ap- 


proaching a throw—the hopeful, 
the vengeful and the devil-may- 
care. 


The hopeful 
botvler stands 


about two paces back from the 
foul line and hopes the ball 
reaches the pins. In case of a 
strike, the last pin often drops 
10 minutes after the toss. 
Completely opposite is the venge 


ful bowler who starts his throw 
back by the men's locker room, 
raises the ball to the ceiling and 
hurls it with the force of a cannon. 


It is difficult to decide whether 


this bowler is sore at the pin-boy 
or is attempting to control the 
rebounds. 
And then there's the devil-may- 


care alleyman. Here is a type at 
odds with the management. This- 
character is out to demolish the 
alley. 


From a standing position, com- 


parable to that of a sottbaU 
pitcher, he lobs the ball halfway 
down the alley. Usually, meat of 
the pins fall before the ball 
bounces the second time.

Senator Says Democrats 
Knowingly Courted Reds 


MADISON, Wis. WB—Sen. McCarthy (R-Wis) lashed out before an 


overflow Lincoln Day dinner crowd Sunday night at the previous Oemo- 
cratic administration which he said "deliberately and knowingly allowed 
Communists to take any position in government they desired." 


The junior senator from Wiscon- 


sin charged the Democratic lead- 
ership with betraying the confi- 
dence of "millions of loyal decent 
American Democrats." 


John McCloy, former high com- 


missioner to Germany under the 
Democratic administration, was 
singled out and McCloy, now a 
New York banker, came back with 
a vehement denial of McCarthy's 
charges. " 


McCarthy said McCloy, as high 


commissioner, issued an order for 
the destruction of all army intelli- 
gence files on Communists. 


"Clearly thus the record shows 


that not only were Communists as- 
signed to key jobs but an attempt 
was made to keep any succeeding 
administrations from k n o w i n g 
where and who the traitors were," 
McCarthy said. 


McCloy, reached at his home in 


New York City, branded the sen- 
ator's charge as "'absolutely, utter- 
ly and completely untrue." 


"I never had any records de- 


stroyed anytime, any place ," Mc- 
Cloy said. 


McCloy, now 'chairman of the 


board of the Chase National Bank, 
noted that while he served under 


Democratic administration he is 


not a Democrat. 


"I've been a Republican longer 


than McCarthy has," McCloy said.

'Lost' Documents 
Eyed by Lawyers 


Brownell Says Papers 
Linked to White Case 


WASHINGTON (ft— Atty. Gen. 


Brownell says Justice department 
lawyera are'combing through "20,- 
000 lo»t documents"—one of which 
has already led to the explosive 
Harry Dexter White case—for pos- 
sible follow.ups against other per- 
sons named in them. 


When the Republicans came to 


power last year, Brownell told 
interviewers Sunday, they found 
a lot of papers in the Justice de- 
partment that had never, been 
properly recorded or studied "but 
had just been tossed m the desk 
drawer." 


Because of one housecleaning or- 


der "20,000 lost documents were 
turned up," Brownell said, and 
"some of them were of extreme 
importance" including the now- 
famed 1945 FBI report on Soviet 
spying m the United States. 


Named White 


The 1945 report was one of two 


FBI documents naming the late 
Harry Dexter White, onetime 
treasury official who was promoted 
to the International M o n e t a r y 
Fund Brownell set off a row in a 
speech last Nov. 6 when he said 
former President 
Truman pro- 


moted White in early 1946, in face 
of FBI information that White was 
under investigation as u spy 


Brownell said Sunday the other 


"lost documents" included cases 
comparable to that of White in im- 
portance. 


The documents "mentioned 


many names whose cases should 
have been followed up by the De- 
partment of Justice but it never 
got into the central records," he 
declared without identifying the 
persons named. 


Asked if the department is fol- 


lowing up the cases now, he said 
"We certainly aie " 


Blames Carelessness 


The attorney general said he be- 


lieved "slipshod work" was the 
biggest reason why FBI reports 
had gone so long without recording 
and evaluation by Justice depart- 
ment lawyers 


Truman's answer to Brownell 


last November'was that he allow- 
ed White's promotion to go through 


so as not to jeopardize the FBI in- 
vestigation. FBI Director J. Edgar 
Hoover testified the promotion 
made it more difficult to keep 
White under surveillance. 


White, shortly before his death 


in 1948, vigorously denied being a 
Communist or a spy.

Western Unity at Berlin Is Key 


to Parley's Success 


The United State* entered the Four Power meeting in 


Berlin convinced that positive accomplishments were un- 
likelv Britain and France were not BO pessimistic, but they 
were neverSeless aware, too, of the improbability of con- 
structive results. 


The three Western nations agreed that the conference 


might serve two purposes: to satisfy widespread European 
desire for a meeting that could possibly ease world tensions 
and to satisfy Western diplomats curiosity regarding 
changes in Russia's strategy since Stalin's death. 


It was recognized at the same time that, whatever 


changes have occurred, they do not include abandoning the 
effort to divide the West. Secretary of State Dulles P*rticu- 
larly felt this, and he foresaw that Foreign Minister Molotov 
would try hard to split France, the weakest of the three, off 
from Britain and the U. S. 


Dulles therefore determined that France, in the person 


of Foreign Minister Bidault, should speak most often for the 
West In that way, he is endeavoring to assure that France 
will not be disposed to yield to Molotov's subtle blandish- 
ments. 


So far, at least, the tactic is working. Observers at the 


Berlin scene report that the Big Three are displaying im- 
pressive unity as they confront the Soviet Union. Through 
tight liaison work, they keep in close touch with each other's 
daily responses to various Russian overtures. 


In the past, some criticism of one Western power by 


another often marred free-nation solidarity. This time 
there has been none of that. 


If, in the end, no progress is made toward an Austrian 


treaty or the unification of Germany under free elections, 
and if the Russian attitude remains intransigent, the con- 
ferences in Berlin at least will have served to reaffirm West- 
ern comradeship in the cause of peace and freedom. 
* 
* 
* 


The extent and importance of this Western unity has 


apparently not registered on some of the Bevanite members 
of the Labor party in Britain. Some of these are accusing 
Dulles of "trying to wreck" the Berlin meeting. The most 
charitable view is to assume that these figures, now stand- 
ing for election, have been too busy to read the papers. A 
somewhat less kindly view would be that they do not want 
to read what is happening; they prefer to go on deceiving 
themselves that all the world's ills can be solved at a stroke 
in a conference. 


This is not possible, either at Berlin or anywhere else, 


whether.it is Dulles, Eden and Bidault, or President Eisen- 
hower, Prime Minister Churchill and Premier Laniel. But 
some small gains are within the realm of possibility. And 
if they are to be achieved, they will most likely follow from 
the kind of unity Britain, France and the United States are 
currently displaying at Berlin.

Here's Idea Worth Keeping in Mind

When you are- a defender, it's 


very dangerous to lead a suit that 
dummy can ruff. If declarer is 
also void of the suit, he will dis- 
card while dummy ruffs. This ruff 
arid-discard usually gives declarer 
a trick that he couldn't get for 
himself. 


Since this principle is quite 


familiar to experienced players, it 
usually causes a stir when an ex- 
pert deliberately gives declarer a 
ruff-and-discard and profits by it. 


Today's hand, played at the re- 


cent national tournament in Dal- 
las, caused a bigger star than usual 
because the expert, Leonard B. 
Harmon, of New York, had to give 
declarer two ruff-discard plays in 
order to defeat the contract.

jack of spades. South naturally 
covered with the queen, and West 
won with the king. 


At this point Harmon had two 


tricks and could 'confidently ex- 
pect to win a third trick with the 
king of hearts. Where w§s the 
setting trick? East couldn't have 
the ace or king-queen of diamonds 
in view of South's strong bidding. 


After some thought Harmon led 


a third spade, giving declarer a 
chance to take his ruff and dis- 
card. South discarded a diamond 
from dummy and ruffed in his own 
hand. 


Now South had to draw trumps 


and limit the trump loss to one 
trick. Hoping to get a clue to the 
trump distribution, South began 
by laying down the ace of hearts. 
He then led a low heart towards 
dummy's queen. 


Harmon won the second round 


of trumps with the king and led 
spades for the fourth time, giving 
South a second chance for a ruff 
and a discard. But South didn't 
welcome the opportunity, for this 
fourth round of spades established 


, Bast's jack of hearts as the setting 
trick. 


It South ruffed with dummy's 


queen of heart*, East's Jack would 
be th« hlfh trump later on; and 
If South did aaythiac «JM, I«jt 


could ruff with his jack and win 
the setting trick then and there. 


South could have made the con- 


tract if he had begun the trumps 
by leading a low trump towards 
dummy's queen. West would step 
up with the king but could not then 
gain by leading a fourth round of 
spades. If East ruffed the fourth 
spade, South could over-ruff with 
the ace; and if East failed to ruff, 
South would ruff low and draw the 
rest of the trumps.

The Doctor Says 


Mucous Colitis Is Not 
Thought To Be Dangerous 


By EDWIN P. JORDON. It. O. 


Several readers have recently 


asked for a discussion of mucous 
colitis, saying that this l» a sub- 
ject which they have never. seen 
discussed in this column. There 
is actually no material difference 
between this condition and what is 
also known as irritable bowel or 
spastic colon, a subject which has 
been commonly discussed hers, 
and which is an extremely wide- 
spread disorder. 


I do not like to call it disease 


because some may feel that it 
constitutes a menace to life, which 
it really does not. 


Diarrhea followed by constipa- 


tion, often accompanied by dis- 
comfort in the abdomen and growl- 
ing sounds, are the moev common 
signs of this uncomfortable ail- 
ment. Most of those who have a 
spastic colon think they are con- 
stipated because, after a period of 
Fairly loose movements, there may 
be a delay of a day or more before 
another occurs. 


This idea is wrong. The waste 


material is passing through the 
bowels too fast rather than too 
slowly. The wavelike motions of 
the intestines, which carry the 
waste matter downward, occur too 
often and produce discomfort. 
When there is nothing remaining 
n the Intestines there can be no 
Wwei MOVWMBt BO Blltttr how 


often the wavelike motions occur. 


People who are nervous, thin, 


and easily upset are particularly 
liable to spastic colon. The nerv- 
ous system sends unconscious mes- 
sages to the bowel which causes 
the intestinal waves to come more 
frequently. This, of course, makes 
the symptoms of a spastic colon 
worse. Nearly all who have it 
notice that the symptoms are 
worse when they are angry, anxi- 
ous, or annoyed. 


Some foods, 
particularly raw 


fruits and vegetables, irritate the 
walls of the bowel and stimulate 
the intestines to increased peristal- 
tic waves. Cathartics do the same 
thing, only more so. 
VICTIM MUST BE CAREFUL 


The strain of modern living has 


an unfavorable effect, and the diet 
is important. The laxative foods 
and laxative and cathartic drugs 
should be avoided. A diet, which 
contains a high proportion of what 
are called bland foods, Is there- 
fore desirable. 


A disappointing feature of this

NEW YORK-My first cigar,et, about the age of 8. was a dried Illy, 


stem which is a weed of heavy flavor with flues through it. There- 
after my novitiate fags were cubebs, sections of buggy-whip, slender 
shoots of rattsn baby-carrlage and clgarets of tea or coffee rolled in 
butchers'-paper or newsprint. I was an eager subject and soon camp 
along to Duke's Mixture, Bull Durhsm and a prod- 
uct suitable for both smoking and chewing, called 
Yum-Yum. which looked like roan gleanings from a 
curry comb but gave a surprisingly decent bouquet, 
nevertheless. 


In the forty-odd years of my addiction there- 


after, I smoked all the conventional American cig. 
arets and pips tobaccos and a few cigars, as well 
as Home Runs and Picayunes, which were 20 for a 
nickel and had the flavor of soft coal, and British 
Wood-Bines and French Monopoles. These were 
made of barber-shop sweepings, cured in roofing *• 
compound. 
. 
v 
You might suppose that anyone who had burned as many leagues 


of these coffin-nails, as our teachers used to call them, would never 
have a kind word to say for cigarets or any other manner of smoking 
and, for a fact, I have none. I struggled many a year to strike the, 
may I say fetter, of addiction, from my psyche and my final success, 
after more than four decades of thrall, was the only moral victory ojf 
my life that I call worth-while. That was more than six years ago and 
I will bet you something that I whenever smoke anything again, .al- 
though friends of mine of equal age'and similar experience have laid 
off for two or .three years, weakened, and resumed. 


I have no kind words for cigar- 


ettes but. in the- current uproar 
over cancer of the lungs and the 
blame, if any, that cigarettes de- 
,erve, I feel bound to report that, 
although I inhaled from childhood 
and was a chain-smoker for years, 
there never was anything w,rong 
with my lungs except three little 
spells of pneumonia and that they 
are at this writing not under sus- 
picion. On the other hand, within 
ten days aftar I abruptly quit smok- 
ing and drinking, too, because each 
foible seemed to complement the 
other, I went down of a blown 
gasket in my gastric tract an1 
damn near bled to death. 


I do not deduce from this se- 


quence a conclusion that one may 
quit smoking — or drinking — only 
at risk of massive hemorrhage of 
the tripes, but put it down to coin- 
cidence of other causes as did my 
doctors, too. For, it seems to me, 
otherwise they might have been 
understood to say that once a 
smoker got himself habituated, not 
to say saturated with the tars and 
other smart juices of the weed, he 
had better keep on and on. Liquor 
was never a serious probem in my 
discipline or hygiene so I will drop 
that phase as a needless and con- 
fusing complication. 
/Certainly the clientele of the ci- 


garette has multiplied enormously 
since, say, 1910 when a woman 
who smoked was regarded as fast, 
not to say loose. The distaff trade 
actually became important in the 
first world war when women went 
into 
the masculine occupations 


either producing ammunition or 
substituting on the street-cars and 
in other lines calling for rugged 
physical work, so that men could 
be relieved to grab the inflated pay 
in the war trades. Very few such 
American women actually relieved 
men so that those men could go to 
the •> war itself, although that was 
always the sentimental explanation. 


In Britain in that war, however, 


many women really did take the 
jobs of men called up for the army

laries than others did. Ickes was a 
liar in this, as he was in most mat- 
ters, for the story was published. 
But the insinuation that we buried 
an ominous warning was absurd 
because the cigarette has always 
thrived on opposition including 
horrible 
lessons 
delivered 
by 


mournful dominies in the public 
schools when I was mouthing my 
first cornsilk cheroots. 


Having got the taste out of my 


mouth and the stuff out of my 
fibres by long denial. I am not go- 
ing to smoke ever again. But I am 


going to tell you that I feel any 


"elter. I am still tired in the morn- 
ing and my nerves are as touchy 
as ever. And quitting cost me a 
great deal of money for an entire 
new layette, for I put on 25 pounds 
in six months and have never been 
able to take it off.

The government had contended 


the Lassers falsely and fraudulent- 
ly reported $19,376 as their income 
for the three years knowing their 
actual taxable income was at least 
$83,939. 


The Lassers agreed that much 


of their 1948 income came from 
punch boards and slot machines 
but denied any income from these 
sources in 1949 and 1950. The gov- 
ernment said the Lassers also re- 
ceived money from operating a 
tavern, handbook and a "flop- 
house" for transients.

viet Foreign Minister V. M. Molo- 
tov quietly forecast in the Big Four 
parley — that another June 17 re- 
volt is impossible. 


The unrest reported 
reliably 


from Dresden, Gera, Merseburg, 
Oelsnitz and other communities 
last week was provoked by the 
communists themselves. Their ag- 
itators stirred up resentful Ger- 
man workers by trying to force 
them to sign resolutions favoring 
the Molotov plan for national uni- 
fication, a plan that would cement 
Red rule for all Germany.

^Battling' Nelson's Tragic 
Life Ends in Charity Ward

CHICAGO (*>—•The courageous, tragic life of Oscar "Battling" Nel« 


son. one of boxing's finest, ended Sunday in a hospital charity ward. 


The former brilliant and once 


wealthy lightweight champion suc- 
cumbed to lung cancer at the age 
of 7i_a wasted, incoherent little 
man without a penny to his fabled 
name. 


It was the end of a slide from 


the heights of prestige and for- 
tune—a slide that began nearly 25 
years ago for the storied "Durable 
Dane," whose fists earned him the 
world's title in the early 1900s. 


Senile Dementia 


Just a month ago he was com- 


mitted to the Chicago State Hospi- 
tal after a court found him suf- 
fering from "an incurable senile 
dementia" and unable to take care 
of himself. 
A week before, (his 


wife, Edna, 49, had died. 


He lost a half • million dollar 


fortune in the financial crash of 
1929 and spent his last year* sub- 
sisting on the public dole and the 
handouts of friends. 


The latest windfall came a few 


months ago when it was announc- 
ed that between two and three 
thousand dollars had been turned 
over to tne aging "bat" and his 
wife. The money came from fund- 
raising campaigns in San Francis- 
co and Chicago. None of it appar- 
ently was left. 


Fought At 14 


Nelson, who came to this coun- 


try from Denmark as an infant, 
fought his1 first fight at 14 against 
a circus heavyweight.

Hudson spotted the wreckage 


late Friday. The following day 
Sheldon located the first three 
survivors huddled in the snow 15 
miles from the wreckage where 
they had floated down in their 
'chutes. 


Fly in Snowstorm 


Sheldon. Hudson and an air 


force doctor flew to the spot in a 
blinding snowstorm Satui day. They 
were giounded overnight when the 
weather worsened. 


Hudson struck off then on the 


arduous trek through S'Hoot snow 
to reach the crash scene. Sheldon, 


meanwhile, flow his trio of survi- 
vors Sunday to Anchorage, 75 
miles southwest of here. The oth- 
ers were picked up by helicopter. 


Hudson said the survivors told 


him the plane exploded as it was 
flying between air force bases at 
Anchorage and Fairbanks, some 
200 miles north of here.

There was no warning, he quot- 


ed the survivors. They were "rid- 
mg along smoothly one minute and 
the next thing they knew they were 
floating down to earth."

A. D. Robb o{ the U. S 
Weather Bureau in Topeka, Kan., 
described the general situation as 
Steel Firms 
4wait Upturn 
In Business 


Customers Not 
Crowding Books, 
Say Observers 


By SAM DAWSON 


NEW YORK (fl— The steel in- 


dustry's customers aren't exactly 
crowding its March older books. 
So the quiet days may last well 
into the spring, steelmen aie will- 
ing to admit today. Earlier they 
had hoped for a pickup by March 
at the latest. 


But their apparent confidence 


that operations are sure to revive 
later m the year has much to do 
with the general change for the 
better in business psychology noted 
in recent days. 


Many now believe tne recession 


will run itself out faster than first 
feared. 


Try Price Cuts 


"Some steel companies are trying 
a little price cutting here and 
there, but mostly this has been on 
a competitive basis rather than at 
drumming up new demand. 


The steel industry had its big- 


gest year m 1953, in many ways 
And the annual reports of steel 
companies, showing sinking profit 
gains over the pievious year, have 
helped cheer the stock market. 
Dividends have been well main- 
tained, too, and some even in- 
creased, in spite of a notable drop 
in profits in recent months. 


The first 15 steel companies to 


report for all of 1953—and the list 
contains all the biggest ones—show 
combined profit after taxes of 
$596,258,502, a gain of 44 per cent 
over strike-beset 1952's total for 
the same 15 companies of $413,- 
584,935. 


Gains Come Early 


The big gains came early in the 


year. The fourth quarter in most 
instances was disappointing. They 
underestimated the amount of steel 
then- customers had built up as in- 
ventories. 


But steel executives feel sure 


that inventories are now pretty 
well whittled down and the cus- 
tomers will be coming back to or- 
der more. 


But slower steel operating rates 


doesn't mean that there's only a 
trickle, of steel being ladled out, 
by any means. Steel mills recently 
havi been operating at around 75 
per cent of their new 1954 capacity 
of 124 million tons a year. 


But present operations would be 


at 79 per cent of last year's small- 
er capacity, at 95 per cent of 1950s. 
And if the mills step up to 80 per 
cent in the spring they'll actually 
be turning out steel at an annual 
rate of three million tons more 
than was produced in all 1950. 


The industry has added more 


than 32 million tons of steel-mak- 
ing facilities since the end of 
World War n.
